New England Unrepresented. 


The fact that New England has no representation whatever 


in the cabinet of President Wilson, while from various view> 
points it is lo he regretted, is not wholly the fault of the new 
President who has often asserted that, geographically at all 
events,'he hoped lo have a well balanced cabinet. 
At the out- 


set he favored either Olmliah Gardner of Maine or Louis D. 
Brandeis of Massachusetts but the opposition to each was too 
great to be overcome—and it may be remarked here thai this 
opposition was of a most fantastic character. 
In going to 


North Carolina for his secretary of the navy President Wilson 
not only pleased (he "lar heelers" with whom he spent many 
years of his early life, but carried out his announced purpose 
of choosing a man far removed, as he expressed il, from navy 
yard influences. 
On the principle that the man who knows 


the least about naval matters is sure lo get along the best as 
secretary of the navy, Josephus Daniels was a commendable 
selection and we hope he will live up lo his august name, and 
never run ashore. John Qnincy Adams was.the only Presi- 
dent we ever had who did not have a New l-nglaiuler in his 
cabinet, from first lo last. And this was (he more remarkable 
since he was a Massachusetts man himself. Jackson started 
without one hid seeing his error subsequently called I.evi 
Woodbnry of New Hampshire lo the navy department. Since 
Woodbury's lime the good old Granite Slate has furnished 
bul one cabinet member, but he had brains enough and lo 
spare for anything. 
We refer, of course, to our honored 


friend, Hon.'William If. Chandler, Hie lirsl man since Wood- 
bury's time to inject new life into the naval establishment; the 
man who constantly did things looking toward naval develop- 
ment along modem lines. 


Daly Restored to the Army. 


One of the most meritorious measures signed by President 


Tafl in the closing hours of his administration was thai which 
provided for the restoration lo the army register of Charles 
Dudley Daly. This acl of justice would have been negatived, 
however, if Congressman James M. Curley had been allowed 
lo ride rough shod over his congressional associates, especially 
those from Massachusetts. 
Mr. Daly was graduated from 


West. Point a few years ago anil was one of the banner men of 
his class, giving abundant promise of a brilliant future, 
l i e 


not only excelled in his studies bul also in many forms 
athletics, being an exceptionally successful football player. In 
an unfortunate moment he was persuaded lo resign his army 
commission anil was soon afterward made lire commissioner 
of Boston and for ils perplexing and onerous duties he early 
revealed marked aptitude.
